Doran Tells W. C. T. U. Pro- 


_ hibition Policy Is Sound and 
Will Bé Maintained. 


By the Associated Press. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 25. 


- Dr. James M. Doran, Federal 
Commissioner of Prohibition, to- 
day attacked as “inconsistent” busi- 
ness leaders who regard liquor 
drinking an evil for their employes 
but who feel the law should not 


interfere with their own drinking. 

In an address prepared for de- 
livery before the annual conven- 
tion here of the National Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union, Dr. 
Doran said it was encouraging to 
note that among those prominent 
in business ‘“‘there is a growing 
conviction that they have indivi- 
dual responsibility as leaders and 
the laws ... should be respencted 
and observed in good faith” by all 
alike. 

“It is my conviction, and that 
conviction is based on all the data 
that I can assemble, that our na- 
tional prohibition policy is sound 
and will be maintained.” 

He said he knew of no econo- 
mist who having studied the prob- 
lem, did not believe the Govern- 
ment’s policy has “brought tre- 
mendous economic advance.” He 
likewise stated he recalled no 
prominent social worker who had 
failed to note the benefit prohibi- 
tion had brought “in the social 
lives of the people and who has 
not also noted the good accom- 
plished by the prohibition laws is 
in direct proportion to the degree 
of enforcement and observance in 
the particular community.” 

The chief Government enforce- 
ment officer complimented the W. 
Cc. T. U. for its effort to make 
known the “good that arises from 
voluntary obedience to laws” re- 
sulting from “crystallized opinion 
of the majority of our people.” 

“The good accomplished,” Dr. 
Doran asserted in admitting that 
errors are made in administering 
the work of the Prohibition Bu- 
reau, “far outweighs any minor 


- human errors and mistakes” which 


he said were inevitable occasion- 
ally. 

Stating that disagreements as to 
methods and procedure always 
would arise, he said “advances in 
prohibition law enforcement must 
be made by people who are friend- 
ly to the law and its purposes and 
who will deal constructively with 
the details of its administration.” 

The obligation of State and Fed- 
eral Governments is “‘equally bind- 
ing,” Dr. Doran said. “The Fed- 
eral Government must give its at- 
tention to major matters of the 
character germane to the operation 
of the central Government machin- 
ery,” he explained, ‘‘and the states 
must more and more take care of 
the localized violations.”

SIMPLE FUNERAL 
FOR LOUS MARSHAL 


No Eulogy at Service for Law- 
yer and Leader of Ameri- 
can Jewry. 


By the Aasociated Press. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 25. — Fu- 


neral services were held yesterday 
for Louis Marshall, leader of 
American Jewry, philanthropist 
and lawyer. who died in Switzer- 
land on Sept. 11. 

Leaders in all walks of life were 
among the thousands who gathered 
inside and outside the Temple 
Emanu-El in Fifth avenue, where 


the simple services were held. 
There was no eulogy, only «@ 
prayer, the reading of psa’ms, and 
a brief musical program. 

Ten patrolmen brought the cas- 
ket into the synagogue from the 
chapel where the body had lain in 
state since its arrival yesterday on 
the Leviathan. An honor guard 
of police officers walked alongside 
of the casket. Former Gov. Smith 
and Lieutenant-Governor Lehman 
led the honorary pallbearers. 
The unstained oak casket, cov- 
ered by a blanket of blood-red 
roses, was placed on a plain wood- 
en stand at the altar dias. A small 
wreath at the base of the stand 
was the only other floral piece. 
Dr. H. G. Enelow, Dr. Samuel 
Schulman and Dr. Nathan KF¥aas, 
the three rabbis of the Temple, 
conducted the services. ag they 
ended, with the reading of the 
twenty-third Psalm, the pallbear- 
ers lifted the casket to their shoul- 
ders and slowly walked out of the 
dimly lit temple while the organ- 
ist played Mendelssohn’s Funeral 
March, 

The crowd, estimated at 26,000 
in the immediate vicinity of the 
synagogue, stood with bared heads 
as the cortege passed down Fifth 
avenue into Sixty-first street and 
across the Queensboro Bridge te 
Long Island. 

At the Salem Fields Cemetery, 
with only brief ceremony, the body

a remote part of Kansu province 
indicate the killings took place at 
Taochow, an old city in Southwest 
Kansu, on the Tau River. 
According to information consid- 
ered authentic, after a period of 
Chinese-Moslem conflict in South 
Kansu, which was part of a general 
Mohammedan rebellion in Kansu 
going on during the last two years 


in the southwest part of the prov- 
ince, Chinese authorities. under the 
order of provincial authorities at 
Lanchow, invited Moslems to con- 
vene at Taochow for a conference 
and to receive roasted barley. 

After the Moslems’ arrival all 
males between 15 and 50 years old 
were separated from the women 
and children, taken outside the city 
walls and killed. No word reached 
the women until the next day. 

The Moslems were concentrated 
in Taochow as a result of intense 
famine in Southwest Kansu, which 
resulted in thousands of Moham- 
medans being reduced to despera- 
tion of starvation, their suffering 
intensified by being forced to live 
unsheltered as a result of their 
warfare with the Chinese. 

As a result of these conditions it 
was considered that the Moslems 
were willing to meet the Chinese at 
Taochow in the hope of obtaining 
food. Reports indicate when the 
Moslems became aware the Chinese 
authorities intended to kill them 
they requested no mercy. 

Hochow, 100 miles northwest of 
Taochow, is reported besieged and 
Chinese of the Taochow neighbor- 
hood are reported panicstricken as 
a result of the massacre, fearing 
Hochow Moslems will ravage Tao- 
chow countryside. The locality 
concerned is one of the most isolat- 
ed in all Asia.

MN OF WHICH THY a 
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EW races of tulips seldom 
N come into commerce because of 

the length of time required to 
develop such a strain. One to a 
‘generation is about all that can be 
accomplished, the last being the 
now famous and popular Darwins. 
A tulip requires six years to bloom 
from seed and growing from seed 
is the only means of originating 
new types. In six years only a 
single blooming bulb-.of a variety 
is developed and five more years 
are réquired for its propagation 
into sufficient stock to offer. 

Recently there have been intro- 
duced in Europe two new tulip 
types, the Mendels and the Tri- 
umphs. The Mendels are the re- 
sult of crossing the little extra 
early Duc von Thol. tulips that 
come with the erocuses but are 
now seldom grown because of their 
small size, and the Darwins. The 
Triumphs orginated from crosses 
of the single early class with the 
Darwins. The newcomers’ give 
early season tulips of Darwin form 
and with much longer stems than 
the old time early types. 

The Triumphs carry the single 
early season well over into that 
of the late tulips.. Sir Daniel Hall, 
an English authority, who has re- 
cently written the most compre- 
hensive book on the tulip in the 
English language, says that many 
of these two types might well be 
classed as Darwins, except for their 
earlier season of bloom. Thou-
